“I’m worried that the 
election commission members 
working the ballot box will ask 
questions not really relevant to 
the issue," Thomas stated. “For 
instance, asking where a 
student banks or registers his 
car is rather unfair. These 
questions are usually only- 
asked to determine the 
residency of someone who has 
died, for tax purposes." 

Thomas also added that 
students have an alternative, if 
these questions are put to 
them.

Despite the recent state 
election commission ruling on 
residency, most UTM students 
should have no problem voting 
on the upcoming package 
liquor referendum, according 
to constitutional law expert 
and UTM faculty member 
George C. Thomas III.

Three UTM students are 
prime suspects in the eight 
rural area mailbox bombings 
on Thursday. Oct. 25 in the 
Hyndsver and Mt. Pelia 
communities. 

Thomas Hampton, a second 
year freshman from Toone. 
John Langlois. a sophomore 
from Cordova, and James 
Miller, a freshman also from 
Toone. are the involved 
students. They have now- 
withdrawn from UTM. 
accprding to Brad Hurley, 
acting director of University- 
Relations. 

Hurley added that the 
university had begun 
disciplinary’ action, but outside 
authorities have stepped in. 
leaving no need for UTM to be 
involved. 

The explosives used were 
pipe bombs made with PBC 
pipes, metal galvenized pipes 
and pyrodex. according to 


Weakley County Sheriff's 
Deputy Ron Powers. 

"Federal agents have 
entered the case and will go to 
the federal grand jury to seek 
an indictment." Powers 
explained. 

He said this would probably 
come about within the next 
month, but he could not be 
sure. 

Powers added that if federal 
agents did not receive an 
indictment then the state 
would press charges^which 
would mean bringing the case 
before the state grand jury to 
seek an indictment on that 
level. 

However, he did feel that a 
federal indictment -would 
result. 

Powers was unsure of the 
exact charges on the federal 
level; however, he said that on 
the state level the charges 
would probably be destruction 
of private and federal 
property.
